It was just before the armistice. 
Everywhere 
along 
the 
western 
front the Germans were retreating 
before tho irresistible tide which 
threatened to engulf them.

We were motoring in our British 
general headquarters car along' tho 
highway leading to the recently 
freed city of Denain, in Flanders.

Quite ap a rt from our personal de­ 
sire to be helpful, we were obeying

Occasionally he would wave with 
suppressed excitement to civilians 
along the way and shout a g re et­ 
ing. 
It looked like a home coming 
to us, and we asked if he lived in 
the vicinity.

Yes, his home was in Denain, 
where four years before he had left 
his wife to join the colors.

after his departure a daughter was 
born to them, his first child.

came the German

quickly that he was cut off from 
his loved ones.
